M. de Foville. the Director of the French Mint, says that the institution 
is in - Nourishing condition. In IM Ml Mint produced r>4.3CO.OOO pieces, worth 
♦31.000,000; In MM it produced MJMMM pieces, worth #4.7.1*5.452. 

The Mint did not work for France aloue. It supplied coinage to Iudo- 
China. Reunion. Tunis. Chili, Ethiopia, Morocco and Russia. The order of the 
last country alone ameunted to #11.300.000. 

The Director has uscertained that the French loois. worth about #4, loses 
about a thousandth part of its value iu ten years while in circulation. In 
seventy years it ceases to he I legal tender and is melted down again.
